ve This estimate of funds for construction of air bases revises that

2. Conferences have been held with representatives of the Navy Depart— 
ment to avoid duplication and coordinate facilities and utilities required 
by both services, In general arrangements will be made to construct joint 
water supply and sewerage systems wherever field conditions permit, and to 
interconnect power systems, At certain locations pier and berthing space 
for War Department purposes will be provided at Navy Department installations, 
Similarly, it is planned to provide hospital space for Naval personnel in 
certain Army hospitals, 


3. This revised estimate includes funds for the acquisition and 
clearing of lands except at Argentia in Newfoundland, and Bermuda, where 
cost of lands has been included in Navy Department estimates at this time, 
Certain items of ultimate requirement, such as post schools and chapels, have 
been deferred to second priority, and are not included in this estimate, 


4. An item for contingencies has been included in this estimate, This 
is to provide for conditions developed by the field surveys and explorations, 
for expansion of Air Corps facilities in Newfoundland as recommended by the 
Chief of the Air Corps, and unforeseen conditions which may arise from changes 
in Naval estimates for piers and lands,

1. It has been standard practice for the overseas air forces to furnish this Head- 
quarters with a statement of their future bomb and ammunition requirements, based on 
their plans of operation, in orcer that 4 closer coordination may be maintained between 
procurement and future demands. Such data is invaluable in procurement planning pro~ 
vided the data submitted is based on sound operational planning in the overseas air 
forces. This information is, of course, supplemented by data compiled by Statistical 
Control from actual experience. 


2. Four cables from the Air Forces in the UK (Dl162 of 19 Dee k3; D117 of 20 Dec 
43; K3061 of 12 Jan 4h; K3527 of & Feb lu) have been received here which set forth the 
monthly bomb requirements for that theater for eight types of bombs only. A summary of 
these requests, which are supposed to reflect operational requirements based on future 
plans in that theater, is set down on Inclosure 1, hereto. It is obvious that if these 
requirements as stated for each month in 194k are based on sound planning, additional 
procurement in large quantities must be initiated at once for certain items. 


3. This office has made a study of the stated requirements versus the possibilities 
of actually being able to use the material. This data is set down on Inclosure #2, It 
is the opinion of this office that the planned usage rates indicated by the ‘th and 9th 
air forces are impracticable of attainment in light of: 


Past experience of the airforces in UK, 

Sise of the force planned to be allocated to the UK by June 1944 (peak month), 
Comparison with accomplishment of the air forces in other theaters, 

Known limitations on the number of bombing missions an aircraft can make 

in one month, 

Known limitations on the possibility of keeping all Usit Equipsent air- 

craft in operating combat condition. 


4. It appears to this office that, either we are not apprised of the saximum 
strength of the air forces which this Headquarters plans to place in the UK in 19L4, or 
the operational plans of the air forces in the UK are derived from assumptions which are 
beyond the scope of our Air Forces in the UK. In eifher case it is felt that additional 
procurement should not be initiated until the situation is clarified by the Chief of the 
Air Staff. Otherwise, it will be impossible for this office to justify a request for ad- 
ditional procurement to the WDGS or the JPSC. 


S. It is believed that if the strength of the force as shown on Inclosure 2 is cor~ 
rect, and the Chief of the Air Staff agrees that the usage rates planned by the air forces 
in UK appear impossible of attainc-ent, the best way to obtain an understanding of the 
plans of the air forces there is to have an officer from the staff of General Spaats, who 
is familiar with the plans and the logistics cf the contemplated operations, come at once 
to this Headquarters to defend their position. To date cables and air mail letters 
from that theater have given no satisfactory bases for any of the bomb requirements thus

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Quality of trainin, is the key to success in precision bombing. 
The returns to be had are tremendous. A reduction of bombing error 
oy one-half multiplies effectiveness by four. The quality in training 
of bombardiers, of bombing teams and units in the O.T.l). system, 48 
well as in active theaters, is worthy of tremendous emphasis. 


The use of a circular probable error of 1,000 feet in the 
calculations of this study is considered to be not over-optimistic 
as a measure of our bombing force capability. It is firmly believed 
that actual results will be better than such a probable error 
would indicate. 


The supporting data for the selection of a probable error are 
set forth in the following pages of Tab A. A probable error to be 
of value in estimating capabilities must be based upon evidence of 
results attained. Thorough training is prerequisite to precision 
pombing. Training directives under which our 0.7T.. system is now 
working will, if followed completely and thoroughly, provide 
groups trained to a dezree which will permit a reasonable degree 
of accuracy in bombing. The training of groups now in action has 
neither been as complete nor as ,ood as groups now in training 
should be. It is reasonable to expect better results from future 
groups in the early sta es of their combat operations than has been 
secured during first operations oy .roups now in combat. It is 
reasonable to expect groups to improve their bombing accuracy with 
combat experience. This improvement will be limited if t)eir only 
bombing is that done on combat missions, mainly because such 
missions are not frequent enough provide sufficient practice.

Theoretically a separate bombing approach should be made 
for each bomb ard each bomb should be individually sighted and 
released. In practice bombin,, bombs are often individually 
sighted and released — but on combat missions ayainet defended 
targets, this method may not be feasible. In combat operations 
the usual procedure is to make one bombin; approach durin, which 
the bombs are si vhted and released in "train" against the target, 
i.,e., as a result of one sighting operation two or more borbs 
are released from one airplane in timed succession. The spacing 
between bombs in a train is controllec »%j7 the release interval 
set into the intervalometer rior to release. Properly employed, 
train bombin, is capable of »roducing almost the same degree of 
certainty of gettin, at least one hit on even a4 relatively small 
target as would be obtained the same nupber of bombs individ- 
ually sighted and released. 


there the number cf bombs to be released in any one train 
is fixed by the capacity of the racks or the bomb-load which 
may be carried on a particular uission, the probability that 
bombs released in train will result in more than one hit on the 
assipned target depends primarily upon the relationship between 
the Cep, the dimensions of the target, bomb dispersion within 
the train, and the initial spacing between individual bomds in 
the train. 


If the number of boubs to be released in train is 
the dispersion of individual bombs within th 
or discounted, the spacing of the bomvos within the train 
arranged in such a sanner that the probable results to 
will approach the optimum result attainable with ang one train — 
proWidec that both the Cep of the bombardment unit executing the 
attack and the dimensions of the target to be attacked are known. 


It is thus apparent that the spacing between inacividual 
bombs within a train must be cal@ulated not only on the basis 
of the target dimension and the direction of approach, but also 
with regard to the Cep. Thus if the target is large and the Cep 
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is small, the probability of ootainin, more than one hit with a 
train of bombs would be increased if the bombs within the train 
were closely spaced. Conversely, if there is a large differential 
between the Cep and the target dimensions, the probability of 
obtaining more than one hit with a train of bombs would be en- 
hanced not by releagin, a train of closely spaced bombs, but 
rather by increasine the interval between the bombs in the train. 


The combat experience which has been used to sudstantiate the 
selection of the 1,000 feet probable errcr was built upon releases 
in train, therefore is acceptable for the train bombing which will 
normally be done. A second departure from precise netiod will 
probably be the use of ree plane elements in which the leading 
bombardier sizhts for ranye and deflection, whereas the win, 
vcombardiers sight for range, each one releasing on his own rane 
sighting. They depend upon their position in formation for correct 


ceflection. This practice has also been an element of combat 


experience to date and has had itr effect on resuits obtained. 
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bombardiers' estimate. This adjustment was determined by comparing 
the curves of estimated scores with those of measured scores obe 
tained from practice bombing of heavy bombardment groups in the six= 
month period January-June 19:2, (See Tab A-II) 


This comparison indicated that the Cep as derived from measured 
scores was uniformly 20% larger than the Cep as obtéined ‘rom the 
estimated and measured scores combined. 


Since the composition of this data was similar to that of the 
January-June period, the sane correction factor of 204 was applied 
to the combined scores of the July- eptember period in order to 
compensate for the effects of estiruted scoring. The dotted curve 
of Tab a-I has been plotted in order to indicate the result thus 
obtained. 


Heading the dotted curve of Chart jo. II it is found that the 
averaze circular error for practice bombing at 25,000 feet would be 
in the neighborhood of 600 feet. The corresponding Cep would be 
0.939 x 600 = 563 feet for this altitude.

in numerous instances that the detailed in*ormation necessary for an 
accurate estimate of VIII Bomber Command's accuracy is lacking. 


Sinee on numerous missions there is no indication of a 
decinite aiming point, the resulting comb piot frequently resembles 
these which are characteristic of area bombing. Under such circum- 
stances an evaluation of Cep cannc satisfactorily undertaken 
inasmuch as the location of comb impacts in relation to the point 
of aim is unknown, 


Another factor ich com licates the accurate calculation of 
a Cep for VIII Air Force bombing is the fact that available phote- 
gras and bomod plots rarely account for all the vombs dropped on any 
one mission, It is possible that some of the Dorbs which are not 
accounted for may have fallen with'n the limits of circles used for 
the determination of Cep. In this case the presence within the target 
area of such bombs would lower the Cep below the values obtained in 
this study.

To formilate a plan, supplementing the Eaker program for high level 
precision bombing of submarine bases in Brittany, to isolate and 
paralyze these bases by periodic low level and medium altitude bombing 
attacks on their logistical set-up in the area.

Statement of the Problem: 


To formlate a plan, supplementing the Sacer program for high level 
precision bombing of submarine bases in Brittany, to isolate and 
paralyze these basee by periodic low level and medium altitude bombing 
attacks on their logistical set-up in the area. 


I. discussion. 


l. The submarine bases of Brest, Lorient and St. Nazaire on 
the Brittany peninsula service and reveir monthly from seventy-five to 
eighty per cent of the total Axis submarine fleet operating in the 
Atlantic Ocean. Their neutralization by high level precision bombing 
has been given high priority in the Baker plan. The continued opera- 
tion of these bases depends on the delivery to them of adecuate supplies 
of fuel oil, repair material, torpedoes, and food for the crews and 
workers. (Tad A). 


2. The periodic destruction of she key targets selected on 
the transportation system on the Srittany peninsula connecting these 
bases with their necessary sources of supply will tend to isolate and 
paralyze these bases.

These figures are 
quoted for information purposes as the Middle East commitments would have to be con= 
sidered in case shipment of airplanes for North Africa were made via Lagose 


7. In order to use the facility at Lagos to its maxima, 100 airplanes a 
month will be shipped to Lagos regardless to which Air Force they are ultimately 
assignede Should vessels be set up for Lagos during late April, May, and early June, 
100 to 150 crated airplanes for the 12th Air Force could be shipped to Lagos for 
assembly during that period and the requirements for space on convoys 8, 83, 9 and 
9s correspondingly reduced.

SUBJECT : Testimony of AAF Witness before subcommittee of Senate 


Judiciary Committee investigating the preparation of 
legislation aimed at protection of this country's 
technical knowledge and industrial "know how" 


FACTS BEARING UPON THE SUBJECT 





1. A Senate Judiciary Committee Subcommittee, composed of Mesers. 
Eastland, McFarland and *herry, is conducting an investigation in an attempt 
to prepare legislation aimed at protection of this country's technical 
knowledge and industriel "know how". The intention has been unofficially 
announced that members of the armed forces, in particular the AAF, will be 
called as witnesses. 


2. Numeroue articles hsve appeared in the newspapers concerning this 
investigation which, by the use of such expressions as "senate investigation 
into the post war protection of this country's secret instruments of wer", 
imply that the investigetion is being conducted in regard to classified 
information. (See reference a for sample new item). This is a falee im- 
plication. The subcommittee Ts concerned with unclassified information and 


equipment. 





3. The investigation is prompted by incressed Russian activity to 

enter into contracts with United Stetes commercial agencies for (a) the 

sale of ecuipment which was developed and produced by the commercial agencies 
during the war under classified contracts with the War and Navy Depertments 
and which contracts have been terminated and the classificaticn removed 

from the equipment, (b) the "know how" in the production of this equipment, 
and (c) to participate and collaborate in the research conducted in the U. S. 
laboratories of certain commercial agencies. Particular attention is being 
directed to the field of radar and electronics equipment although other types 
of equipment are effected. (See references b anc c for correspondence on 


two cases). 


4. The Commercial agencies, on their own initiative, have contacted 
the Stete Department and the AAF for opinion as to the advisability of enter- 
ing into contracts with the Russians. The State Department has officially 
stated that it "hes no legel authority to prevent the sale or manufecture of 
unclagsified material abroad” but has unofficially advised the commercial 
egencies that entering into such contracts with the Russians is not considered 
adviseble. In the case of the AAF contact the AAF has reflected this 
opinion in its reply. (See reference d for Department of State press release). 


wee 
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5- In declassifying much of the equipment in question the War 
Department has been influenced by the directive contained in the Presidential 
Executive Orders 9568 and 9604. Order 9568 affects scientific and technical 
data developed by, or for, or with funds of any department or agency of the 
Government. Order 9604 affects scientific and technical data obtained from 
the enemy by any department or agency of the Covernment. Both orders direct 
that the data, which has been classified for purposes of national military 
security, will be declassified insofar as it may be done without prejudice 
to the public interest, and dissemination to the end that such data may be 
of maximum benefit to the public. (See references c, f and g for War Depart- 
ment Memo and Executive Orders.) 


6. Dissemination of data under the Executive Orders mentioned above 
is accomplished by the Publication Board Department of Commerce whose bib- 
liography is available to foreign subscribers. (See reference h for sample 
of bibliography). 


7- Senator Eastland has drafted a proposed amendment to the Espionage 
Act of June 15, 1917 to prohibit the release of radar and electronic e quip- 
ment and the information and machinery pertaining thereto to any foreign 
government or national thereof. This proposed amendment was designed to 
solve the particular problems of the radar and electronic equipment. (See 
reference i for draft of proposed amendment). The committee has since 
determined that such an amendment is inadequate and is now considering either 
a@ general strengthening of the Espionage Act to cover all types of information 
or the possibilities of the establishment of a governmental agency to control 
the information. 


8. The Har Department has prepared drafts of two proposed pieces of 
legislation which have bearing on this subject. One bill provides for the 
permanent control of the export of technical data and the other provides for 
extending the patent secrecy into peace time. (See references dj» kK andl 
for memorandum for record and drafts of two proposed bills). . = 


9. The SWNCC subcommittee for Military Information Control has been 
considering for many months the problem of the influence of unclassified 
military information on the future security of the United States. On the 
premise that the presently accepted concept of the security of the United 
States, as dependent upon the safeguarding of that information which the 
military sees fit to classify, two draft memoranda have been prepared with 
the purpose of confronting SWNCC with the need for a study of the national 
security to determine whether the concept should be changed to include un- 
classified military information, in particuler that information which in 
developing a foreign country commercially also develops its military poten- 
tial. These memoranda (See references m and n) have not been forwarded to 
SYNCC. (See reference o for Nevy Comment and p for SWNCC-MIC minutes dis- 
cussing papers). A third memorandum, requested by Mr. Peterson, Assistant 
Secretary of Wer, has been prepared and is presently being considered by 


SWNCC-MIC. Lt. Col. Houston has a copy of the first draft of this memoran- 
dum. 


2 
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10. The nerrow concept of the use of military security classification 
in connection with military informtion is the use of the classification to 
obtain military advantage. Under this concept the decision to place a 
classification upon any item of military equipment or information is based 
upon an estimate of the military advantage to be gained at the time by 
withholding the informtion or equipment from the enemy. This estimate can 
be made in terms of the physical damage which could be inflicted upon the 
nation if the information or equipment were possessed by an enemy or in 
terms of the effects the possession of the information and equipment by the 
enemy would have upon the success of operational rlans. In either case the 
military advantage to be ained by classification is greatest during periods 
of hostilities and at the initial conception of the information or equipment. 
“ith the conquering of the enemy and the resulting cessation of hostilities 
the military advantage drops to its minimum and increases only as certain 
foreign nations increase in stature as potential enemies. 


ll. The present period represents a period of minimum military advan- 
tagee As the result, much of the information and equipment which is basically 
commercial in its application but which, by virtue of its military applica- 
tion during hostilities, was classified in accordance with the military 
advantage to be gained, has now been declassifiede Much radar and electronic 
equipment and the informtion pertaining thereto is in this category. To 
retain classification on this information and equipment is overstressing 
the military advantage, prevents commercial exploitation, and can be consider- 
ed in violation of the Presidential Executive Orders. 


12. The War and Navy Departments are charged with the militery security 
of the United States. Inherent in that charge is the maintenance of military 
advantage over all actual or cotential enemies. From a strictly military 
point of view, the use of classification in accordance with the narrow 
concept presented above is the most reasonable and workable method. Under 
this concept tue Yar Department controls the information through classifica= 
tion only as long as it is of militery advantage to do so andat the end of 
that period releases control by declassification, ies. canceling classification. 
With this declassification it is assumed that, even if the information were 
delivered immediately and dircctly to an active enemy during a period of 
hostility or to any foreign nation during a period of no hostilities, the 
military security of the nation is not placed in jeopardy. 


15. This nerrow concept is presently accepted by the War Department 
with the full realization that upon release of control by the ar Depart- 
ment the informtion and equipment, with the exception of ams, ammunition 
and implements of war, are subject to no further control by any governmental 
agency. Traffic in arms, ammmition and implements of war is subject to 
State Department control. (See reference g for State Department Regulation). 


14. In broad terms the Espionace Act, June 15, 1917, provides a 
penalty for the disclosure to « foreign government of eny inform.tion re- 
lating to the national defense with intent or reason to believe that it is 
to be used to the injury of the United States, or to the advantage of a 
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foreign nation. While this act states “any information", there have been 
very few attempts at prosecution under this act and all, as far as can be 
determined, have been concerned with transmittal of classified information. 
This has resulted in a general feeling that, in the case of unclassified 
information, the Espionage Act is a mere threat. In any event, at best, 
The Espionage Act is a punitive measure and not a control measure. It is 
not operative until efter the information has been relecsed. 


15. Realizing that each successive war is a step in the progression 
towards totsl war, i.e. commitment of the entire populetion and resources 
to the prosecution of a war, the War Department has become increasingly 
concerned over the one way treffic in information, equipment and "know how" 
to foreign countries. The military advantage gained by the “nited States 
in World War II was based to a lerge extent upon exploitation of commercial 
research end particularly upon commercial “know how” in production methods. 
In the event of another war the exploitation will be more intensive and in 
all probability will be hampered by conditions which did not exist in the 
United States in World Mar Il, e.g. blackout, dispersal and destruction 
through direct enemy attsck. 


16. To receive nothing in exchange for the informetion and equipment 
supplied to foreign countries decreases the military advantage over any 
potential enemy. ‘ith very few exceptions, aside from the monetary return 
now being received by United States commercial agencies, the foreign countries 
have very little of value to offer in exchange. To stop the flow of infor- 
mation and equipment to foreign countries would deprive the United states 
commercial agencies of the exploitation of foreign markets. Both the free 
flow and the prohibition are disadvantageous to the country, the one mili- 
tarily and the other economically. 


17. The two positions represent extremes which up to the present have 
been greatly out of balance in favor of "free flow". The present situation 
appears to be adding weight to the military side anc may result in a com- 
promise. Such e compromise might permit of controlled flow in which, in 
addition to the monetary return, the United States Government will be able 
to obtain governmental concessions from the foreign government, Co£- recip- 
rocal patent agreements, reciprocal trade agreement, etc. From these will 
stem military benefits. 


18. At least the situation should be studied in the light of the 
national interests. To assure complete consideration the study should not 
be accomplished by the War, Navy, or State Departments individually or 
collectively but by a governmental agency with representation from the State, 
War, and Navy Dep rtments and from other governmental departments, e.g. 
Commerce, Interior etc, and from the commercial and industrial firms engeged 
in national and international trade. 
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19. It is recommended that the AAF witness before the Subcommittee 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee testify substantially as follows: 


ae The War Department, and particularly the AAF, is in full 
accord with the aim of the subcommittee, i.e. protection of this country's 
technical knowledge and industrial “know how” and welcomes the opportunity 
to assist in the committee's work. 


be The War Department is concerned over the present lack of control 
and resultant "free flow" of U. S. technical kmowledge, materials and indus- 
trial "know how" to foreign countries. In the hands of an unscrupulous 
potential enemy country these materials and knowledge could go far to in- 
crease and strengthen the military economy and war potential of such a 
natione 


ce. Under the present policy the Wer and Navy Departments can 
exercise control only through the use of their systems of classification or 
where strategic materials are in short supply. Since one of the strongest 
single factors in our war potential is the efficiency and capacity of our 
industry, the War Department is extremely interested in protecting and 
fostering our industrial capacity in every possible way. Excessive us® of 
our system of classification would result in denying the use of many patents 
and processes essential to our industrial expansion. Therefore the War 
Department desires to restrict the use of its classification system to the 
protection of direct military advantage. 


d. The War Department is extremely interested in the oxercise of 
some means of control on a sovernmental level which would protect our industry 
and would insure a reciprocal flow of information for whatever we release. 

It is believed, therefore, that an agency should be constituted on govern- 
mental level to study the national interest in connection with the present 
situation in flow of declassified and unclassified information to foreign 
nations. In order to give full and complete consideration to the problem, 

the agency should have representatives from the State, War, and Navy Depart- 
ments; other Departments such as Commerce and Interior; and from the commer- 
ciel and industrial firms engaged in national and international trade.

To : Chief of Staff, U.S. Army, Washington, D.C. 


1. As directed in your radio No. 1796, February 8th, I am trans- 
mitting by Brigadier General A.D. Warnock, 5th Infantry Division, my plans 
for relief of units in Iceland. Prior to his assignment to the Sth Division, 
General Warnock was Deputy Chief of Staff of Headquarters Iceland Base 
Command. In that capacity he has had a very intimate contact with the 
development and expansion of the tactical and administrative plans of this 
command. I consider him thoroughly qualified to perform this special mission. 


2. The Sth Infentry Division relief plan (Inclosure Noe 1) is present=- 
ed separately from the other elements of the Iceland Base Command and is 
given the short title: LAVA ROCK. This plan provides for the relief of the 
division in combat positions by three (3) approximately equal increments. 
This will provide reasonable assurances of continuity of the defense of Ice- 
land and at the same time not unduly prolong the division's assembly else- 
where. 


3. The new combat units must be sufficiently trained to take over 
combat missions on arrival, and because of limited local facilities they 
should have completed their annual qualifications in arms and have had some 
combat practice. They should bring full allowance of training equipment as 
authorized in T/BA for a unit in the Zone of Interior. 


4. Continuity of the defense is provided for by the retention of key 
personnel from outgoing units for subsequent shipment and by the arrival here 
of advance parties from incoming units. Adjustments will be made locally 
between shipments so that all elements of the 5th Division can be dispatched 
promptly from Reykjavik by the same transports which bring relieving units. 


S. Plans for the relief of elements of the Iceland Base Command other 
than the Sth Infantry Division are in three general categories: 


ae Part I = Units which for various reasons should be relieved as 
individuals. Short title: LAVA SAND. (Inclosure No. 2) 


b. Part Il - Units which can be relieved expeditiously by organization 
from Reykjavik. Short title: AVA HILL. (Inclosure No. 3)

oe Part III - Unite of the Eastern Deferse Area to be relieved as 
units and shipped through ports other than Reykjavik. Short title: LAVA

6. In Parts I and II no effort has been made to set up priorities 
of departure nor convoy groups as these matters depend upon available ship- 
ping and other factors not known at this base. The following factors are 
important from the local viewpoint: 


a. In order to avoid delays in turn-around of vessels, units and 
individuals must be collected and held near the Port of Reykjavik. By crowd- 
ing and utilizing all available shelter approximately 2000 above the authorized 
strength of the command is the maximum which can be economically sheltered 
at any one times 


be. Troops in Iceland are sheltered in small camps which are capable 


of very little expansion within existing facilities. Thus large numbers of 
casuals cannot be properly processed without excessive camp overhead. There- 
fore from the local situation frequent small shipments of individual replace- 
ments is preferred over the occasional large shipment. 


ce Based upon the date of arrival of the individuals of units listed 
in Part I, beginning in May 1945, an average turnover of 750 per month for 
the succeeding 12-13 months will result in a tour of about 18 months in 
Iceland in each individual case. Similariy, the units listed in Part II will 
require a turnover rate of approximately 750 per month for about 15 months 
to effect a tour of about 18 months in Iceland. Minor differences should be 
disregarded. 


d. It is presumed that the 5th Infantry Division will have priority 
in shipment over most of the units listed in Part II. In such case, units 
aggregating up to approximately 2000 per month may be shipped as necessary to 
provide desired priority and rate of turnover. 


e. In departing from the principle of equality in length of tour in 
Iceland, consideratiou should be given to the adverse morals effect on those 
units which remain. This is particularly true where units of less service in 
Iceland are returned to the United states before troops of longer service in 
Iceland. 


7. Eastern Defense Area. - a. The combat elements and certaiu service 
troops of the Eastern Defense Area oan best be relieved by a strong advance 
detachment shipped to Reykjavik followed in not less than 30 days (preferably 
45 days) by the remainder of the relieving units as indicated in Part Ili of 
the Plan for Replacement of IBC Units Other Than the 5th Division. The advance 
detachments will be transhipped by intra-island ships end will complete plans 
for reception of parent units and provide for continuity of defense missions.
